-On May 13 the boards of education fiom Charle- 


| voix, Boyne City, and East Jordan met with the County Al- 


location’ Board at Charlevoix and requested that the 
schools be granted at least 6 mills for operating purposes 


cause school revenues have not kept pace with the rapid 
advances in school costs over the: past 4 years. However, 
the Allocation Board saw fit to grant only 14 mill increase 
over previous years, limiting the Schools to 4.5 mills of 
the county revenues. 

In June, 1944, the East Jordan School District had 
a favorable balance of $14,000 in the operating fund. In 
June, 1945, this had been reduced to $12,000, and by the 
close of this school year, Juné 30, the balance will have 
been reduced to approximately $6, 000 cash on hand. 

A tentative budget for 1946-47 is out of balance by 
$6,800, yet we are finding it difficult to secure teachers on

BARN EQUIPMENT EXEMPT: | 
If you’re figuring the cost of new 
barns ‘or remodeling jobs under the 


.. Veteran “Housing order—you . don’t 


have. to include barn equipmen: 
either. new or used such as stanch- 
ions and: stalls, hay or litter. carriers 


‘and milking machines. 


The: exemption was granted earls 
in May .by the Civilian Production 
Administration and includes the cos.
